Oct. 20 Tlip nn- 
thracite mine workt^rs" roiivfulion 
met in this city at the Nesliitt theater 
at 10 o'clock today. About 1,000 dele- 
gates are in attendance, the three af- 
fectt'd districts being fully represent- 
ed. Many uf the di'legales are in 
Btructed in various features of the 
Strike settlement, but a majority ot 
them will follow the advlee and Jndg 
ment of President Mitchell. There is 
nothing on the surface that gives the 
slitjhtest indication that the conven- 
tion will not vote to send the men to 
work thii week, with the probabilltiee 
■till In favor of Thursday as the day 
of resumption. A iioticeaMi' thni:-, 
amonij; the (le!e;^;iii .-; was lin ir clKcr 
fulness. It was quite evident to oh 
■ervere that they are glad to get 
together and decide to return to work 
after the weary Idleness of more than 
Ave months. 

All of the delegates who were spo 
ken to regarding the action of the 
, convention appeared to have no fear 
that a hitch might occur which would 
diKarrangP the present peaceful trend 
of affairs. A good many of the dele 
gates say they have Instructions on 
certain matters which they will place 
before the delegates. The principal 
question outside of th(> gn at (pH stion 
of accepting or rejecting President 
Roosevelt's proposition will be that ot 
■trlk^rs getting their old places. A 
large number of the men fear that In 
the general rush to return to the 
mines some may fail to get back. 
They want some assurance from the 
oonventton that they will be able to 
get the positions they occupied before 
the suspension was ordered. It is 
likely this element from the three dis- 
tricts will Join forces and make a 
concerted fight on the floor of the con- 
vention for some speclfle action. In 
the face of the fact that the operators 
are on record that they will not dis- 
miss one man who stood by them dur- 
ing the struggle, it is going to be a 
serious problem to solve. 

Shortly after convening, the cmdvcu- 
tion effected a permanent organi/.a- 
tion. President Mitchell was elected 
chairman and National Secretary W 
B. Wilson was selected as secretary, 
having as assistant.- the district sec 
retaries. President .Mitchell in his 
Opening speech to the delegnt' - Im 
the plan of arbitration submitted by 
the president of the United States 
before them for action. He recom 
mended that It be acceptnl and the 
men return to work as (piickly as the 
Ooal companies can provide work.

London, Oct. 20.— The foreign office 
has received an undated dispatch from 
Colonel Cobbs, commanding one of 
the colimins of British forces oper- 
ating against the Mad Mullah in Bo- 
mallland. The dispatch was forward' 
ed through the British vice consul at 
Berbera, Somaliland. The British 
forces engaged were composed entire 
ly of native troops and levies. Colonel 
Cobbs says: "My force reached Brego 
this morning. When about one day's 
march north of Mudug it was attack 
ed in the thick bush. Two advances 
were made and the enemy was beaten 
back in tha morning. Their losses 
were heavy and we captured 100 rifles. 
Our force then proceeded to collect 
animals for ti-ansportatlon jjiirposes 
and to Join the detachment at the 
-Stockade camp. In tUt iftarnoon a 
reconnaissance was made and, after 
sharp fighting, the enemy was again 
driven off. I deeply regret to re|)ort 
the following casualties: Colonel Phil- 
ips and Captain Angus and 60 men 
killed, and about 100 men wounded. 
The latter include Captain Howard 
and T.leutenant Everett, but both are 
doing well." 

German Catholics Protest. 

New York. Oct. 20.— Ov.r 4(lt) tier- 
man Catholics, representing 50 Uer 
man Catholic organisations In the 
German Catholic Staatsverband of the 
state of New York, met and indorsed 
resolutions of protest against the jiub- 
lie schools of the United biates and 
the exclusion of the friars from the 
Philippines. The resolutions, which 
had been adopted by the national con- 
vention of the Central Vereln of the 
United States at Evansvile, Ind., last 
month, declared In effect that all the 
religion, morality and civilization in 
the Philippines today was due to the 
fri.Trs; that they made a nation ot 
barbarians Christians; that th(>y 
raised the nation from polygamy to 
monogamy and raised dei^raded wom- 
en to the level of man.

capitalists. She became greatly Inter 
ested In stocks, and of late years ha 
dealt largely in the market. Her suit 
is based on the allegation that Meeker 
Brothers conduct a gamft of chance 
contrary to the statutes.

Battle With Whisky Boatmen. 
Memphis, Oct. 20.— In a fight wit' 
whisky boatmen at Sterling, across 
the river from Memphis. Sheriff 
Strong and Deputies William Wallace 
and Parker Brawner were seriously 
shtit. and were compelled tf> send bux:k 
for reinforcements. A large posse o 
heavily armed men have gone to the 
scene and a conflict is looked for at 
any time. For some months past this 
wliisky boat has been a source ot 
great trouble and annoyance at d Ycr 
ent points In Arkansas and Missis 
sippi, and has been ran out of nearly 
every place It has frequented. It has 
been in charge of various owners In 
and out of the small river harbors 
and has evaded the ravanut and other 
ofllcers. 

I Conditions In Haiti. 
Port-au-Prince, Haiti, Oct. 20.— The 
town of Oonalves Is quiet. General 
St. Foix Colin, commander of the gov 
ernment forces there, is maintaining 
order. There are still a great number 
of refugees in the foreign consulates. 
The family of the late Admiral Klllick. 
is in the Oerman consulste. The ma 
rlne guards which were landed from 
the foreign warships last week to pro 
tect the consulates have gone back 
to their vessels. The United States 
cruiser Cincinnati has left here for 
the Port de Paix, the French cruiser 
D'Assas has left for Port-au-Prince 
and the German cruisaf Falk* has 
gone to Cape llaltien. 

Close Call. 
Omaha, Oct. 20. — A serious catastro 

phe was narrowly averted at thei-irst 
Christian church, when the 500 people 
who gathered to hear Rev. AlItB Wil- 
son of Irvlngton, Ind.. barely escaped 
being thrown Into the basement, 25 
feet below, by the giving way of rot 
ten timbers in the floor. Ihe \iist 
audienoa passed out quietly, however, 
upon balng aotlfled of their peril, and 
all eaeaped nnhurt

Willemstad, Island of Curacao. Oct. 
20. — One of the leaders of the Matos 
revolution in VaiMliiOlft, who is at 
present in Curacao, has furnished the 
following details and explanation of 
the retr<>at of the revolutionary army 
from La Victoria. He says the rebels 
only abandUied tho fight after being 
convinced that La Vlotorii^ waa im- 
pregnable, and after President Castro 
had refused to come out and attack 
the revolutionists outside of La Vic- 
toria. Twice did the revolutionary 
general attomi^t to force President 
Castro to take the offensive and twice 

the presbient refused. When Ihe rebel 
reinforcements arrived at La Victoria 
President Castro and his forces were 
located at a point on the German rail- 
road. The rebels made a detour of 
the city and cut off the only road of 
retreat open to the government 
forces. They were then short of am- 
munition, and had it not been for the 
arrival of a train bringing them half 
a million cartridges. If is believed 
that Castro's forces would have been 
annihilated. Preparations for their 
retreat had already been ordered. 

The revolutionists stationed near 
Caracas, some 1.200 men under the 
command of General Ramos, are 
alone responsible for the retreat of 
Geenral Mendoza. They permitted the 
train carrying ammunition to the gov- 
ernment to leave Caraoas and reach 
La Victoria. This train had an escort 
of only 100 men. The men under Ha 
mos did not attack it, nor did they 
destroy one of the 80 bridges between 
Caracas a^A La Victoria over which 
the railroad runs. 

An added proof that the govern- 
ment suffered terribly in the La Vic- 
toria fight from the repeated attacks 
of the rebels is found from the fact 
that President Castro does not pursue 
General .Mendo/a. The laffer's plan in 
witlitlra wing from l.a \'ictoria is to 
oblige President ('i,stro to abandon 
the positions he holds there. The 
rebels suffered losses, but the govern- 
ment did also. President Castro's 
forces are reduced to 3.100 men. wliiie 
(Jeneral Matos still has 9.000 men In 
the field. It was not a rout but a 
methodical retreat. In eonclusion the 
rebel ofllcer said that the revolution- 
ists within a few days would be found 
near Caracas.

Among Bur- 
rus' effects were two fine book marks 
"Q. J. T." He says they belonged to 
a friend. The man made no resist- 
ance, but denies that ha is the mur- 
derer. 

The murder of the Meeks family, 
for which William and George Taylor 
were convicted and sentenced to be 

hanged, was committed on Getirge 
Taylor's farm In Sullivan county, Mo., 
on the night of May 10, 1S!M. The 
crime was committed when Gus 
Meeks and his family were leaving tbe 
country with fSOO and a t(-ani having 
been given him for that purpose by 
the Taylor brothers to secure them- 
selves from prosecution on various 
criminal charges, of which he was* 
cognizant. The Taylor brothers es ' 
caped, but William was recaptured 
knd hanged. |

St. Paul, Oct. 30 —.lames Younger, 
one of the famous Younger brothers, 
compatriots of Jesse James, commit- 
ted suicide by shooting. Younger was 

recently paroled from the Stillwater 
pj'niteiit iary, where he and his broin- 
er Coleman were serving life sen- 
tences for participation in the Nurlh- 
fleld bank raid In 1076. 

James Younger was the youngest of 
three brothers, Robert, Coleman and 
James Younger, who between ilie 
years 1866 and 1873 gained great no- 
toriety through their association wua 
Jesse and Frank James. The band, 
headed by Jesse James, was charged 
with innuni'Table robberies of banks 
and railroad trains, in the execution 
of which many desperate^ encounters 
took place and a number of men were 
killed. Tlie members of the band haif 
served through the civil war, lighting 
on the side of the Confederacy wiiu 
Quantrell and his guerrillas.

Schools In United States. 

Washington, Oct. 2o.- The annual 
report of the conimissi<uier of educa 
tion has just been submitted to the 
secretary of the interior, and shows 
the grand total of pupils In schools, 
elementary. .ifecondary and higher. both 
public and private, in the L'nited 
States for tbe year ended June 30, 
1901, waa 17,299,280, an increase of 
278,520 pupils over the previous year. 
Of this number the enrollment of pu 
pils in Institutions supported by gen- 
eral and local taxes furnished by 
states or municipalities was 15,710,394, 
as against 16,448,462, the number re 
ported for the previous year. Besides 
these there were certain special Insti- 
tutions, like city evening schools, bus- 
iness schools and schools for trades 
and vocations, all enrolling nearly 
half a million pupils. Adding the en 
rollment In these special sch(K)ls to 
that of generail education, the aggre- 
gate la something over 17,7.''>0,000 of 
our population that received educa 
tion for a longer or shorter period 
during the year ending June 80, 1901.

The 
prisoners were brought speedily to 
trial and on .Nov. 21, 1876, pleaded 
guilty to the charge of murder in the 
first degree, this plea, it is said, hav- 
ing been entered in order to <>sc:ipe 
ctmvictlon by a jury whici. would 
lia\e involved th" Infliction of the 
death penalty. Tiie brothers were 
isentenced to the Stillwater peniten- 
tiary" to s'^rve a life s'ntence. 

Under the terms uf ilieir paro'e the 
brotlKis were nol to leave the s.ate. 
and since their reiease they ha\e been 
engaged in business uf various sorts. 
James Younger bad suffered mt'ch from 
old wounds, and several montl s ago 
an operation was perl.) in' d f( r the 
;l'e Iihll from h s back. 
He left a letter to the iir'.'fH, yaying 
despondency had inspired hia to take 
his life.
